“Macon, Ga., Jfily 19—(Special.)— 
Gienn Hudson, dccused slayer of his 
two step-cohildyen, Robert and Isaiah 
Temple, told /a story of. bawusthey 
were killed /today. He ‘told it to 
Sheriff Fort Tarver, of Dougherty 
county, in the Bibb county fail, 
where he is being held for safe keep- 
ing. He told it with his adams ap- 
ple bobbing up and down, with his 
fingers twitching and his toes quiv- 
ering in the tennis shoes that cov- 
ered his feet. His story was that 
his wife, the mother of the children, 
had shot them, admitted her deed to 
him and had driven from their blood- 
soaked farmhouse not knowing 
whether or not the fire of her pis- 
tol had been fatal, 

“My wife wanted to kill the boys,” 
was the statement made by Hudson 
to a Macon’ newspaper man who 
questioned him relative to the kill- 
ing. 

Hudson declared in this statement 
that. the older boy went to the pas- 
ture with him, but got back to the 
housé first. 

It was a remarkable story he told 
for the benefit of the sheriff of 
Dougherty, O:P. Hall, the clerk of the 
superior court, and Robert Degraff- 
enreid, city clerk of Albany. 

Cellmate Conducts Examination. 

Cc. E. Snipes, his cellmate, con- 
ducted the examination and did it 
with a conformity to tradition that 
showed he was familiar with the 
routine of courts. Hudson apparent- 
ly hag told that story many times 
to Snipes, for leading questions by 
the lawyer-prisoner were always an- 
awered speedily. 

That wasn't the case when Sher- 
iff Tarver took over the exam- 
ination. When the sheriff asked 
questions, Hudson spat tobacco 
juice and his adams apple bobbed 
and his fingers and toes quivered He 
isn’t a formidable looking man, this 
fellow accused of the murder of in- 
noéents. His face says he is 30. His 
graying hair about his temple de- 
clare that he is 40. 

The charge against him, the immi- 
nence of death according to law, the 
threats that have been made that 
he will swing from an improvised 
gallows with a mob howling un- 
derneath, evidently haven't penetrat- 
ed through his spare and emaciated

HEAD OF NURSES 
AT GRADY QUIS 


Resignation Submitted at 
Long Executive Session 
of Medical Board of the 
Hospital. 


Meeting in executive session the 
medica] board of Grady hospital 
Tuesday night accepted the resig- 
nation of Miss Lillian Nelson, super- 
intendent of nurses, which, it was 
reported, had been requested by Su- 
perintendent Steve R. Johnston as 
the result of her alleged ineffi- 
clency. 

Hospital attaches were enthusias- 
tic in the praise of.Miss Nelson and 
her record in building up the nurses 
training school to a high degree of 
efficiency. 

The acceptance of Miss Nelson's 
resignation was not ped grein con- 
firmed by members of] the board 
but on good authority it was 
learned that such action was 
taken. Newspaper men were 
barred frém the session, and as the 
meeting adjourned reporters were 
referred to Dr. E. C. Thrash, who, 
board members stated, had been 
delegated to furnish information 
to the newspapers. 

Dr. Thrash whs interviewed by 
reporters, but he flatly refused to 
give any details as to what tran- 
spired behind the closed doors. He 
merely stated.that “all resignations 
tendered were accepted,” and added 
that the less the newspapers say 
about the affairs of Grady hospital 
the better off the institution will 
be, Superintendent Steve Johnston 
also refused to divulge any of the 
proceedings. 

From Dr. Thrash’s estatement it 
was inferred that Miss Nelson's res- 
lgnation hed been accepted, &s it 
Was learned that she tendered it. 
Following the meeting she was not 
officially apprised of any action of 
the board, and refused to comment 
on the move to oust her. 

It is reported that the trouble be- 
tween Miss Nelson and Superenten- 


dent Johnston was of long standing 
and that she had taken the position 
that Mr. Johnston was making it 
difficult for her to maintain satis- 
factory and proper service as the re- 
sult of his alleged interference with 
her duties. 

It was reported at the hospital 
that Miss Nelson had been asked for 
her resignation by the medical board 
on the ground that the management 
of the white and colored nursing 
staffs was about to be combined 
under one head and the board did 
not consider she could do the work 
satisfactorily. It was also reported 
that the internes and thé nurses 
held a meeting Monday evening at 
which they pledged their support to 
Miss Nelson.

LEGISLATORS CONFER 
ON CONVICT’S ESCAPE 


Chairman of House Pen- 
itentiary Committee Dis- 

cusses the Case With 
Solicitor. John Boykin. 


Passage of a resolution by the 
house penitentiary committee re- 
questing the prison commission to 
place in its hands all communica- 
tions relative to the escape of Abe 
Powers, convicted bunco_ artist, 
from the prison farm at Milledge- 
ville; statements from two members 
of the board that although an in- 
vestigation had been made of the 
incident neither of them had read 
all of these letters: and a confer- 
ence between Solicitor General John 
A. Boykin and Chairman A. J. Per- 
ryman, Jr., were tne chief develop- 
ments Tuesday in the probe of the 
convict’s escape. 

A meeting of the committee was 
held ‘in the afternoon, and it was 
decided that the investigating trip 
to the state farm will be made Sat- 
urday. The sanitation and peniten- 
tiary committees of both branches 
will also make the trip. The legis- 
lators will leave Atlanta Friday aft- 
ernoon, arriving in Milledgeville the 
same night and going to the farm 
early the next morning. 

“We will make an impartial in- 
vestigation of the institution,” de- 
clared Ghairman Perryman in ad- 
dressing the committee. “and will 
make a fearless report, without con- 
sidering the pleasure of any one. 

Arrangements Complete, 


“The only reason we. haven't an- 
nounced the plans for the investi- 
gating trip before now, was on ac- 
count of the policy of both branches 
of the assembly to set the date at 
a time when regular business would 
not be interrupted. Arrangements 
have been completed for the inves- 
tigation, and by assigning certain 
duties to different subcommittees 
we will be able to complete our 
wo~k Saturday,” . 

Solicitor Boykin, who prosecuted 
Powers, held his conference with 
Chairman Perryman, at the latter's 


|request, before the committee meet- 


ing. Information, the nature of 
which was not disclosed, was placed 
in’ the representative's possession 
during the seSsion, to be presénted 
to the committee and used during 
the investigation. 

“IT asked the solicitor if he would 
assist us, should his services’ or 
knowledge of the situation be re- 
quired,” said Mr. Perryman, “and 
he agreed to do so. He took the 
position, however, that he was a 
public officer and not a member of 
the legislature and did not wish to 
be put in the light of, taking an 
active part in the probe.” 

Had Net Read Letters. 

Efforts were made to learn the 
contents. of the communications 
recommending Powers to the prison 
officials from the-commission, and 
it was through these steps that it 
was learned that Judge T. E. Pat- 
terson had never seen the letters 
nor did he know the names of those 


signing them, and that Judge E. L. 
Rainey had read only one of them 
and knew only a few of the names 
of the authors.

The highway department contro- 
versy, which has raged in Georgia 
for the past three years, has come 
to an end. 

This announcement was made 
lat2 Tuesday night by Representa- 
tive Davis, of Oglethorpe, follow- 
ing a meeting of leaders of both 
factions at the Kimball house, at 
which a compromise measure, to be 
offered as a substitute Thursday 
fo. the Davis bill, was drafted by 
leaders of both factions. These 
lawmakers, it was stated, agreed 
to harmonize both factions and as- 
Sure the passage of the substitute. 

Under the new measure, the high- 
way department will still havw3 
charge of the “distribution of the

Under the provisions of the bill to 
provide free textbooks the books are 
to be paid for out of the general ap- 
propriation for the common schools, 
each county is to have its regular 
common school appropriation dis- 
counted in proportion te the number 
of textbooks it secures from. the 
state commissioner of education., The 
county~boards of education are to 
nave charge of the distribution and 
requisition for the books. For 1922 
the first and second grades are to 
be granted free books, for 1923 the 
third and fourth grades, for 1984 the 
fifth and sixth grades, and for 1925 
the seventh gradé. So that by 1925 
all the common schools of the state 
will be distributing books to all of 
the pupils free of charge. .- 

Pleads for Bill. 

Senator Walker mede a talk to the 
committee urging them to recom- 
mend his bill favorably. “The pas- 
sage of this bil) will be the greatest 
thing that, has ever happened for the‘ 
state of Georgia,” he declared. He 


Pointed to the values of education 
and to the large number of children 
who are unable to buy. their text- 
books.

REQUEST BY HARDING 
IS CAUSE OF ACTION 


Attacks by John Skelton 
Williams, Par Clearance 
Opposition and Other 
Complaints Cited. 


Washington, July 19.—Governor 
Harding, of the federal reserve 
board, with the approval of Secreta- 
ry Mellon, has asked congress to jn- 
vestigate the operations of the board 
and the reserve system, and Chair- 
man McFadden of the house bank- 
ing and currency committee, late to- 
day introduced a resolution to carry 
out the request. 

The investigation proposed would 
embrace every detail of the activi- 
ties of the board, its 12 banks and 
its branch banks over “the period 
of deflation” or about the last eigh- 
teén months, according to Mr. Mc<« 
Fadden, He said if the house ap- 
proved of his program he would 
tackie the job immediately, taking 
in what he described as a “mess of 
charges and accusations of discrim- 
inationg ocoming mostly from the 
south and west.” 

“There have been numbDerless at- 
tacks on the board and the banks,” 
he said. “It is my idea that if there 


is truth in them; appropriate legtsia-+ 


tion should follow and if they are 


} groundless, thén the board most cer- 


tainly is entitled to a cleat bill, At 
any rate, congress should know the 
truth and either silence the criti- 
cisms or disclose the evils.’ 

Wide Scope Outlined, 

Mr. McFadden said that his resolu- 
tion proposed to bring forth an ex- 
planation of the board's rulings, Its 
interpretation of the laws under 
which it operates and the methods 
it has employed in dealing with 
member banks, The par clearance 
question, a subject of Htigation by 
bankers who opposed par clearance, 
is another phase which Mr. McFad- 
den said undoubtedly would be con- 
sidered.

Washington, D, C., July 19.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—The 
War Finance corporation today an- 
nounces that it has agreed to make 
an advance of $500,000 to Barrett 
& Co., cotton factors of Au- 
gusta, Ga., to finance the exporta- 
tion of approximately 12,000 bales 
of cotton from Georgia, North 
Carolina and South Carolina. 

The cotton under this loan is to 
be-held in warehouse for export 
within a period of six months, In 
order to negotiate the loan Barrett 
& Co. was required to give 
as collateral warehouse receipts, 
insurance attached, and in return 
was advanced half million dol- 
lars, which is eighty per cent of 
the market value of the cotton up- 
on which the money was borrow- 
ed. 

The War Finance corporation 
is sincere in its recent avowed pur- 
pose to help .the farmer of the 
south in his problem of marketing 
cotton is demonstrated by the ad- 
vances already announced to fi- 
nance 100,000 bales of long staple 
in the “Mississippi delta district

HARRIS MEASURES

They propose the 
Same restrictions as amendments 
to the present laws against unlaw- 
ful retraints and monopolies as 
Senator Harris incorporated In his 
two amendments adopted by the 
senate in 1919 when the oil and 
minera] land-leasing bill was un- 
der consideration. 

One bill would forbid any stock- 
holder in a pertoleum concern from 
acquiring or controlling the stock 
in another concern which was cre- 
ated or formed as a result of an 
anti-trust decision by the‘ courts. 
The other bill would require oil 
companies to maintain a standard 
of prices for their products through- 
out the country, having in mind 
differences in transportation costs 
and selling conditions. 

Senator Harris said that. he be- 
lieved the legislation proposed 
would cure two great evils which 
the public had paid. dearly for, and 
brought to light as a result of in- 
vestigations of the federal trade

/ > Talks ef Forestry. 

: “Mr. Hardtner, presidént of the 
’ Urania Lumber company, and the 
man responsible for 90 per cent of 
all forest conservation laws enacted 
by the Louisaina legislature, dis- 
cussed Tuesday his own experiences 
in the lumber business. “As I de- 
nuded my lands I became alarmed 
at the rapid depletion of the for- 
ests all over the country and in 
common with many of our expe- 
rienced national conservationists, I 
began to talk and tell the other 
fellow of the dangers and how to 
avoid them. Faith without works 
did not grow new forests, and the 
denuded lands multiplied. 

“The U. S. Forest service had yot 
even made a study of long-leaf pine 
and there were no other standard 
works on the subject, so I had to 
work out all the problems myself. 
I did not find it difficult or costly 


to prevent fires or combat other 


enemies, and the seed trees left on 
the land when logging furnished 
the seed. for natural reforestation. 

“The same employees who looked 
after the forest could also look after 
cattle and so in a short time we 
had the woods full of cattle. the 
returns from which, together with 
other forest products we hope will 
pay the entire cost of growing our 
new forest.- On our 50,000 acres of 
‘denuded’ lands we haven't a plank 
spot, 

Millions # Seedlings. 

“There are millions of seedlings 
eight months old, millions of sap- 
lings eight years old, and millions 


of trees, fifteen to thirty years old. ! 


Our trees grow an inch in diameter 
in from two to three years or at 
the rate of 500 feet board measure 
per acre annually, and it is not 
uncommon to have trees making a 
growth of one inch annually or 
760° to 1,000 feet per acre. Ten to 
fifteen vears hence the stumpage 
value of pine will be fifteen. to 
twenty dollars per 1,000 feet and 
pulp-wood at the railway station 
will sell for $20 to $25 a cord. 

“My land with a stand of 
years old seedlings hasan 
ereased value of five dollars 
acre. At seven years it igs worth 
ten and at fifteen it is worth 
twenty-five, based of course on the 
value when harvested. 

“The virgin pine timber of the 
south !s practically exhausted. In 
ten years more there will be a very 
little left. Men of vision will grow 
trees as a profitable business when-

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TABLED BY SENATE 


In the action of the senate Tues- 
day in tabling th> bill by Senators 
Womble of the 25th and* Johns of 
the 27th, calling for an abolishment 
of the present tax equalization sys- 
tem by the senate, defeat was seen 
for the first move of administa- 
tion forces in th3 senate to force 
the state income tax bill The 
measure was tabled upon the mo- 
tion of Senator Haralson, of the 


40th, by a 26 to 20 vote. 

It was freely admitted by mem- 
bers of the senat2 in favor of 
adoption of the bill abolishing the 
tax equalization system that the bill 
was simply a move to force the leg- 
islature to accept the administration 


income tax bill. 

The measure came oOv2r as un- 
finished business from Monday, and 
Senator Nix, of the 5list, at once 
resumed his heated appeal! for its 
passage. Senator Nix denounced 
the present system of tax equal- 
ization’ and claimed that the small 
farmer has been carrying too much 
of the burden of taxation of the 
State. He further stated that tax 
equalizers in a large number of 
eounties simply place an unjust 
burd2?n on the shoulders of the 
farmer. 

Opposition to the Measure, 


“We want the man who draws 
the salary and owns no proper- 
ty to pay his share of the tax for 
the state,” he declared. 

Senators Mills, Jackson and Go- 
lucke also spoke in favor of the 
bill. 

Opposition to th2 measure was 
raised principally on the ground 
that if the system of tax equaliza- 
tion be abolished there would be no 
way of checking up tax return, and 
the state would be in a situation 
Similar to that when it was found 
necessary to adopt the ‘2qualiza- 
tion system. 

The bil] bv Senator Cone, of the 
49th, permitting inheritance taxes 
to be levied on property situated 
outside the jurisdiction of ttr2 state 
was passed without opposition, The 
measure was recommended by Tax 
Commissioner Fullbright. who 
claims that it will add much money 
to the state treasurv. It also per- 
mits the tax commissioner to au- 
thorize agents to investigate es- 
tates and fix valuation on them. 


Double Session. 


Calling attention of the senate 
to the short time remaining before 
the end of the pres2nt session and 
the large amount of legislation that 
needs attention, Senator Manson, of 
the 35th, introduced a _ resolution 
providing for doubl2 session daily 
until the session is over. The res- 
olution showed that the _ session 
of the legislature would cost the 
state about $113,000, and an extra 
session, if necessary, would cost 
about £50,000. 

A bill by Senators Flemine of the 
10th and Bond of ths 30th was 
nassed bv substitute providing for 
state. hotel inspectors and tight- 
ening the provisions set for run- 
ning hotels in the state. Senator 
Fleming stat*d that the bill was 
favored by hotel men ‘of the etate 
as well as the traveling public. 

The house resolution apvropri!- 
ating $25.000 to meet a deficit In 
the appropriaion of 1921 for main- 
tenance of the governor’s office was 
passed. 

A bill by Senator Thorpe, of the 
24, making it a misdemeanor to 
maize or aid in the making of anv 
fraudulent statement to industrial 
insurance companies was passed.

LABOR UNION FIGHTS 


$9,000 DAMAGE SUIT 


Decision of Case Is Expected 
to Dispose of Closed Shop 
Question Decisively. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., July 19.—The 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen 
today filed a plea in abatement to 


the suit for five thousand dollars 
damages brought against it by Wil- 
liam Felton, a switchman, who 
charged that the Southern railroad 
was forced by the organization to 
dispense with his services. 

The filing of the original suit, 
the first of the kind in this state, 
created wide interest among em- 
ployers and employees, as its dis- 
position it expected to have a far- 
reaching effect on future labor dis- 
putes. Ssould the court hold that 
the brotherhood can be sued, and 
that a demand by its members than 
an employee not a member be dis- 
charged makes it liable for dam- 
ages, the decision, it is said, would 
virtually dispose of the closed shop 
question by removing the only 
means the unions have of enforcing 
such conditions. 

The brotherhood, in its plea for 
abatement, affirms that the organ- 
ization is a voluntary association, 
is not a body corporate or politic, 
and has no officer or agent in this 
state upon whom process can be 
served, and therefore the _ loca! 
court is without jurisdiction. The 
brotherhood asks that a date for a 
hearing of the case be fixed.

|RETAIL FOOD COST 


DECLINES DURING 
MONTH OF JUNE 


Washington, July 19.—The retail 
cost of food to the average family 
declined threé-tenths of 1 per cent 
in June as compared with prices in 
May, while wholesale food prices de- 

ined slightly less than 1 per cent, 
according to statements today by 
the department of labor. Declines 
were noted in retail prices of sugar, 
plate beef, cheese, butter, rib roast, 
wacon, canned sa'mon. fresh milk. 
bread, macaroni, . baked beans, 
canned tomatoes, coffee and prunes. 
Among articles which increased in 
retail prices were potatoes, flour 
and ham. Wholesale prices of farm 
products showed a decline of 3 1-2 
per cent. Wholesale fue] prices 
dropped equally, while declines in 
the wholesale prices of clothing and 
miscellaneous commodities were less 
than 1 per cent.

BURNS TALKS 
OF SCANDAL 


Chicago, July 19.—The state to- 
day turned its full strength into 
the prosecution of the Chicago 
White Sox baseball players and 
others charged with the alleged con- 
spiracy which resulted in the 1919 
world series scandal, sending Bill 
Burns, who admitted being an ac- 
complice of the defendants and who 
turned state’s evidence in return for 
immunity, to the witness stand to 
tell the inside story of the report- 
ed sell-out of somo of the game's 
greatest players te gamblers who 
wanted the series thrown to Cin- 
cinnati. 

Buris, Who was about one-third 
through his story when court ad- 
journed for the day, was on the 
stand long enough to name Arnold 
Rothstein, of New York; Abe At- 
tell, former featherweight pugilistic 
champion: David Zelzer, of Des 
Moines, one of the defendants; Bil- 
ly Maharg, of Philadelphia, and him- 
self as among the organizers of the 
alleged conspiracy. He drew a vivid 
verbal picture of numerous meet- 
ings between the players and the 
alleged fixers in Cincinnati hotels 
during the days of the first two 
games of the 1919 series, saying the 
athletes agreed to make the series 
a “made-to-order-one,”’ throwing 
games just as desired.

of the meetings .wten the alleged 
sell-out was Arranged. 

Burns’ ‘testimony was broken by 
repeated arguments by the various 
attorneys, who succeeded in having 
some of his testimony barred, par- 
ticularly that dealing with a con- 
versation with Cicotte in New York 
prior to the series.

Pledging his full co-operation and 
influence to work with Governor 
Hardwick to every length to ob- 
tain the passage by the state leg- 
islature of a constructive program 
of measures to bring about im- 
provement of the state’s financial 
system Speaker Cecil Neill, of the 
house of representatives of the gen- 
eral assembly delivered the prin 
cipal address at .%.¢ .2@1Var,-s%ckly 
meetinz cf tne Atlanta Uptimists 
‘eluD held Tuesday at the Capital 
City club. 

Speaker Neill told the members 
of the club that he did not believe 
an extra session of the legislature 
would be necessary to bring about 
the passage of the needed meas- 
ures. He said he had held con- 
ferences with the membDers of the 
legislature and that many of them 
held the same views as he on these 
matters. 

“There will be rigid economy this 
year by the house members in the 
matter of appropriations. I am 
sure of this from the conversa- 
tions I have had with them. I am 
hopeful that we will get things 
into such shape that the state can 
make both ends meet and make the 
revenue come up to the appropri- 
ations within the year,” he declared. 

Speaker Neill said he had heard 
some business men discussine the 
apparent slowness of thes legislature 
to act on important measures and 
declared that it is best sometimes 
for a state assembly to go slow in 
the passage of new laws. 

“Although the sessions of the two 
houses may not be long the mem- 
bers of the body are working on 
committees and are very busy men.

Formation of a syndicate in At- 
lanta to finance and construct homes 
ig entirely probable, after the en- 
thusiasm aroused by an address 
Tuesday at the Atlanta Chamber of! 
Commerce by W. E. Minter, president 
of the Minter Homes corporation, of 
Huntington, W. Va., and the Minter 
Homes company, of Greenvil's, S. C. 

The probability, voieed by leading 
Atlantans after the large neeting 
Tuesday morning, is that a syndi- 
cate of Atlantans will purchase a 
large block of stock in the Minter 
Seeurities Corporation, whi is 
formed to make possible the financ- 
ing of homes on the easy-payment 
Plan of the Minter organization. It 
is believed that the interest now 
being evinced will end in the par- 
tial, at least, consummation of ful- 
filling Atlanta’s need for homes, es- 
timated at 3,500. 

The combined interests for home- 
building operated by Mr. Mintey, is 
estimated at $2,000,000. During his 
brief stay in Atlanta, this pioneer 
builder of homes has been the guest 
of James L. Logan, One of the city’s 
best-known realtors.

“The chief obstacle to building 
of houses is the question of finance,” 
Mr. Minter said. “The principal rea- 
Son why many building projects fail

It is customary after a consti!- 
tutional amendment is adopted for 
the next general assembly to pass

We respectfully recommend that 
legislature follow the plan that has 
been adopted for the common 
schools. 

The general assembly wisely set 
aside one-half of the annual total 
revenue of its state for the support 
of the public school system. The 
question of the public school funds 
no longer is a fight in legislature. 
The school authorities know that 
this fund: will be one-half the state’s 
income, Ag the state’s wealth in- 
creases, so, automatically, its funds 
for the public schools will increase. 

It seems that a similar policy for 

the university would be best. If 


the general assembly would pass a 
law setting aside one-eighth or 
oOne-Seventh of the total revenue of 
the state for the annual mainte- 
nance of the univeéraity, the trus- 
tees would know what to count on 
each year, and the legislature would 
be relieved of the annual fight for 
ten or fifteen thousand increase 
asked by the institutions. The col- 
leges would get their increase with 
the growth of the state. 

The people through five constl- 
tutions and the latest omentnens 
have declared for the unity of the 
university. The 
be trusted to deal justly with all 
parts of the system, bdeginnin 
probably on the present basis o 
support and increasing with the an- 
nual increase of the income and the 
growth of the particular school. 
The taking of the public school 
fund out of politics has helped and 
not hindered the common schools. 
A like policy for the university 
will prove a blessing to the cause 
of higher educatién in this state. 
Such a policy is in force in a num- 
ber of states. 

The legislature would be amply 
protected by the requirement that 
all expenditures must be reported to 
the governor by the chairman of the 
board of trustees and by the an- 
nua] audit by the state auditor. 
Let us put our public education 
on a definite basis of support, there- 
by guaranteeing to the youth of 
the state an education.

its session in the office of the state 
prison commission. 

The bill was supported by repre- 
sentatives of the State Federation 
of Labor, the State Federation of 
Woman's clubs, the W..C. T. U. and 
the League of Women Voters. It 
was opposed by representatives of 
the Georgia Cotton Manufacturers 
association, the Georgia Manufac- 
turers association and other organ- 
izations. 
Speeches For Biil. 

Speeches for the bill were made 
by Mrs. Haynes McFadden, of At- 
lanta; Mrs. Elliott Cheatham, At- 
lanta; Representative Valentino, of 
Chatham, author of the bill and rep- 
resentatives of the various women’s 
organizations supporting it. 

Mrs. McFadden explained that the 
bill was being opposed by the cot- 
ton mills but that it really affected 
all the factories in Georgia. She 
explained the position taken on it 
by the Georgia League of Women 
Voters. Mrs. Cheatham made a 
speech which won liberal applause 
from the committee members. She 
replied to arguments made against 
the bill by the representatives of 
the manufacturers and closed with 
a powerful appeal to the chivalry 
of the men of Georgia. 

Lee Jordan, of Atlanta, discussed 
legal phases of the bill. He ex- 
pressed doubt as to its constitu- 
tionality and declared that during 
present depr3ssed conditions 
of the cotton mill industry no ac- 
tion should be taken. 

“I comme2nd the zeal of these 
good women, but doubt their judg- 
ment,” he declared. 

Revicws Work of Bill, 

Mr. Jordan reviewed the work 
done by the mills themselves for 
the operatives, both men and wom- 
on. He declared if the bill limit- 
ing the hours the women should 
work were passed {t also would 
limit the number of hours the men 
wouid work, as the mills could not 
run part of the time with men op- 
eratives. 

George H. Harris, of the Exposi- 
tlon Cotton Mills, declar2d that the 
cotton mills of Georgia wouid have 
to close down if the measure npass- 
ed. He charged that the bill, al- 
though supported by the women, is 
a union labor bill and said it was 
due to the absence of this !egis- 
lation that southern cotton mills 
have b2en able to compete with 
mills in New Engiand., 

T. J. Callaway directed the fight 
against the bill. He is chairman 
of a special committee of the Geor- 
Zia Cotton Manufacturers’ associa- 
tion appointed for this purpoge. 
On the committe are Mr. Callaway, 
Mr. Jordan, Mr. Harris and Re OF 
Geer, of Millbzdgeville. Mrs, Ethel 
Thomas, of LaGrange, editor of The 
LaGrange Shuttle, a textile organ, 
8poke against the passage of the 
measure, 

After hearing the arguments for 
both sides, the committee voted to 
defer action until some amendmtnts 
can be considered and some ad- 
justments made which may make it 
more acceptable to both supporters 
and opponents of the bill,

At its session the committe2 also 
took under consideration house bill 
No, 67 providing for the abolition 
of the state department of labor. 
After only a short discussion of the 
bill it was tabled by unanimous 
vote of the committee, of which 
R'3spresentative Gunnels, of Frank- 
lin, is chairman. 

Would Limit Law Practice. 

In the afternoon eession of the 
general judiciary committee, No. 1, 
held in the rooms of the supreme 
court, six proposed measures were 
discussed. Unfavorable action was 
taken on the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Bentley, of Fulton, 
which would make it a misdemeanor 
to practice law in the state of 
Georgia without first having been 
admitted to the etate bar. At pres- 
ent the law bars all but lawyers 
admitted to the bar from practic- 
ing, but provides no penalty. 

Opponents charged that it was 
mapifestly unfair to young lawyers 

out of college and striving to 
each a clientele not to permit 
LT Aen Ye practice of accepting mil- 
further contending that 
paseage of such a bill would amount 
almost to discrimination against the 
younger class of lawyers, and that 
they would not be in position to 
compete with the older and more 
experienced attorneys. 

The bill introduced by the Chat- 
ham county delegation, providing 
for a legislative act giving to wives 
the sole and legal right to all 
money earned, without the liability 
of husbands receiving it through 
litigation, was recommended for 
passage, being almost unanimously 
concurred in. 

Increase in Cost. 

Favorable action was taken on 
the senate bill which would pro- 
vide for increasing the cost of all 
cases in the 6upreme and court of 
appeals, the provision being to in- 
crease the costs from $310 to $15. 
This was originally $15, it was 
pointed out, but by an act of the 
state legislature in 1877, the cost 
was reduced to $10, which figure 
has since been in effect. 

Action on an abetract bill pro- 
viding for slight changes in re- 
cording, perfecting and aiding land 
titles, and for the handling of de- 
fective deeds, was deferred until 
the next meeting of the general ju- 
diciary committee, No. 1, which will 

held Thursday afternoon. The 
measure was referred to a subcom- 
mittee for consideration and revi- 
sion, and the report of this commit- 
tee will be received at the next 
meeting. The subcommittee is com- 
posed of Representative Stovall, 
Foy and Brown. 

The committe on appropriations 
heard pleas from a number of prom- 
inent Georgia educators, eac urg- 
ing appropriations adequate to car- 
ry on an extensive educational pro- 


gram.

Discuss Outstanding ballot. 

The committee on privileges and 
elections held an afternoon session, 
the main feature of which was the 
discussion of the certain changes 
in the Australian ballot system Dill. 
The measure has passed the senate 
and has been referred to the house 
for concurrence. 

The bill, as offered by the een- 
ate, would provide for establishment 
of booths, revision of present meth- 
ods of registration of all qualified 
voters and a few other minor 
changes, which members of the 
house committee claim are incon- 
sistent with the measure which is 
at present pending in the house. 

A resolution was offered to the 
effect that a committee be appoint- 
ed to redraft the senate’s measure 
to conform to that of the house. It 
was also suggested that, in order 
to make the bill more likely to pass 
at the present session of the leg- 
islature, that a clause be inserted 
providing that the measures be 
passed twice consecutively by grand 
juries before going into effect in 
counties, thereby making it entire 
optional on the part of the various 
counties as to whether or not it 
would be accepted. 

Action was deferred until the next 
meeting of the committec. | 

Highway Department Wins. 

Opponents of the highway depart- 
ment again met defeat Tuesday 
morning in the house, when efforts 
to pass the Davis bill providing for 
limitation of the commissioin’s au- 
thority and place distribution of au- 
tomobile license funds on a postroad 
mileage basis in the counties, met 
postponement until Thursday morn- 
ing. Two other bills, designed to give 
sheriffs authority to sell automobile 
licenses and reduce fees, were ad- 
versely reported by the highway 
committee. 

In speaking against consideration 
of the Davis bill, Representative 
George Carswell, one of the recog- 
nized Jeaders of the house, declared 
that he was interested in two great 
movements in Georgia, one of these 
being development of the schools 
and the other improvement of high- 
ways. 

“If you pass this bill,” declared 
Representative Carswell, “I warn 
you that you will paralyze your 
highway system, of which more than 
1,000 miles has been constructed, and 
deprive the small counties of Geor- 
gia of the benefits of the millions of 
dollars which the federal govern- 
ment is waiting to give us, but 
which it will not give us unless we 
have a thoroughly organized high- 
way department.” 

Hold Conference. 


After the vote had postponed con- 
sideration of the measure. until 
Thursday, efforts were made to reach 
a compromise, and to this end Rep- 
resentatives Carswell, Arnold and 
Rutherford, supporters.of the com- 
mission, and Representative Lank- 
ford, MeMichael and Bowden, sup- 
porters of the Davis bill, were 
named to hold conferences over 
which Mr. Davis, of Oglethorpe; will 
preside. 

The house concurred in the sen- 
ate resolution providing fon an in- 
vestigation of the highway depart- 
ment, and passed a resolution to 
meet at 9:30 o’clock hereafter in- 
stead of 10. 

The Macon Capital Removal asso- 
ciation was handed two defeats 
Tuesday, when the public property 
committee of both houses favora- 
bly reported measures designed to 
appoint a commission, composed of 
the governor, secretary of state. at- 
torney-general, three members from 
the house and two from the senate, 
to arrange for the sale, exchange, 
or lease of the present mansion 
property and the building of a new 
residence.

General Tax Act, 


The new general tax act was pre- 
sented to the house and sent to the 
subcommittee on ways and means 
of the appropriations committee. A 
$500,000 increase is shown in the 
bill, which would bring in a total 
revenue of $1,000,000. Ths does not 
include special tax bills which will 
be introduced during the week. 

The following is a summary of its 
contents. 

Poll tax on women, $250,000. 

One dollar per room per year from 
each hotel. 

Fifteen to one hundred dollars a 
year on cafes and restaurants. 

Fifty dollars on cigar dealers. 

Twenty-five to fifty dollars a year 
increase on cigarette dealers. 

Wholesale and retail dealers in 
auto tires and accessories heretofore 
classed together are separated as 
follows: 

Wholesale, $250 a year. 

Retail, $25 a year. 

One hundred dollars a year on 
stevedore companies, 

Ten dollars to one hundred dollars 
a year on dealers in coal, coke and 
wood. 

Five dollars to one hundred dollars 
vaudeville theaters.

KORY, WOLFORD, 
ONS SPEAKERS 


That the south is no longer timid 
about investing its money in south- 
ern enterprises, and is awakening 
to its opportunities; that deflation 
of money in the United States as a 
result of the world ‘war has not 
lessened investment in miscellane- 
ous casualty insurance and fidelity 
and surety bonds, and that south- 
erners are patronizing southern 
concerns instead of those of the 
east and west, were feature state- 
ments of Edward Kory in an ad- 
dress at the regular weekly lunch- 
eon of the Lions’ club in the Pied- 
mont hotel Tuesday. 

Mr. Kory, who is vice-president 
of the Union Indemnity company, 
of New Orleans, stated that his 
company is the first large casualty 


insurance company ever organized 
in the south entirely by southern- 
ers. In confirming his statement 
that deflation resulting from the 
war did not affect investment in 
miscellaneous casualty insurance 
and fidelity and surety bonds, he 
said that $355,000,000 was invested 
in 1919, while in 1920 the amount 
was $454,000,000. 


Woolford Speaker. 


Cator Woolford, president of the 
Retail Credit association, who also 
spoke, praised the vocational guid- 
ance system of California, by which 
students in the state are prepared 
tor their business life before leav- 
ing school. He urged that Ameri- 
cans drop their spirit of aloofness 
to European affairs, stating that 
this country could learn a lot from 
Europeans, especially the Swiss,

WillSaveGeorgia 
Money---Osbron 


“Georgia can save $1,000,000 each 
year and Atlanta $150,000 by in- 
corporating in the state and mu- 
nicipal school systems intelligence 
tests in educational, vocational and 
moral guidance,” declared A. T. Os- 
bron, former director of vocational 
guidance in the Atlanta schools, at 
Tuesday's meeting of the presidents

were 5,409,000 bales, worth $600,000,- 
000, as against 6,915,000 bales worth 
$1,381,000,000 for the previous year, 
and for the month of June exports 
totaled 495,000 bales, worth $30,519;- 
000 against 241,000 bales worth $50,- 
000,000 in June of last year. 

Cotton seed ofl exports totaled 
273,000,000 pounds, worth $31,000,- 
000, compared with 159,000,00 
pounds worth $36,000,000 for the 
previous year, and 14,000,000 pounde 
worth $1,000,000, against 11,000,- 
000, worth $2,000,000 for the corre- 
sponding months of June. 

Exports of breadstuffs and min- 
eral oils also increased during the 
year.

Watson Attacks 


Anti-Beer Bill 
In U. S. Senate 


Washington, July 19.—Declaring 
Senator Nelson, republican, Minne- 
sota, had inferred everyone opposed 
to the measure was lined up with 
the breweries, Senator Watson, 
democrat, during a short debate in 
the senate today on the  Willis- 
Campbell bill, shouted: 

“I want it understood I’m not a 
whisky-soak.” 

“If you bring back the beer and 
light wines,” Senator Nelson had de- 
clared, “you'll bring back the saloon 
and the fight for prohipition will 
have been fought in vain.” 

The Georgia senator said he had 
joined the fight against the saloon 
when at the age of 14 he was “bap- 
tized in Sweetwater creek” and 


joined the church. He flayed the 
bill as an infringement on personal 
liberties. 

Senator Watson launched an at- 
tack against soft drinks, declaring 
them “pernicious bellywash” that 
had almost “ruined” Georgia. Charg- 
ing they had an injurious effect on 
the human system, ne made the 
cryptic remark that “one bottle 
leads to two.’ 

Declaring the Anti-Saloon league 
was “sailing under false colors,” 
Mr. Watson said that as long as it 
opposed the galoon it did commend- 
able work. With th? saloon gone, 
the league is going too far in its 
activities, he added. 

“I’m on the water wagon for good, 
but when it comes to dictating to 
an honorable profession how far it 
can go in emergencies, we're going 
too far,” the Georgian asserted. 

Passage of the bill. he added, 
would put millions of dollars in the 
coffers of soft drink and lemon ex- 
tract manufacturers and sellers of 
cocaine, 

The bill was laid aside after an 
hour and a half of debate and the 
Norris farm finance bill was taken 
up. 


Extracts From Speech. 

Here is what Senator Watson sald 
as copied frém the Congressional 
Record proofs. These are excerpts: 

Upon being asked when he be- 
came a prohibitionist, he said: 

“It was when I joined the church 
and was buried in baptism in the 
waters of Sweetwater creek when I 
was 14 years old. I have been in 
the battle ever since and’ I do not 
like to have any man insinuate that 
I am a whisky soak or have any 
sympathy with whisky soaks.”

SINN FEIN ADOPTS 
WILSON POINTS

London, July 19.—Woodrow Wil- 
son's historic “fourteen points” 
have been resurrected and are now 
being advanced by Sinn Fein as 
the working basis upon which the 
full-dress peace conference between 
Great Britain and [Ireland mus. 
proceed. 

Of these famous declarations as 


to the foundation upon which inter- 
national liberty should rest, the im- 
plied “right of self- determination” 
to be exercised by the small na- 
tions of the world is cited as di- 
rectly applicable to the case of Ire- 
land. 
° Conference Hardly Begun. 

Sinn Fein reiterates that the real 
conference between the two na- 
tions has not yet begun—that as 
yet the conferees have merely dis- 
cussed the preliminaries to further 
negotiation, and that. the British 
government must first of all con- 
cede the right of “the entire Irish 
nation” to the principle of self- 
determination, before the object of 
the conference can be attained. 

This again presents Ulster in the 
role of the insurmountable stum- 
bling block to success, for Ulster, if 
Sir James Craig’s words hold good 
in practice, the northern province 
will never subordinate itself to the 
government eof the south, nor sur- 
render the privileges obtained un- 
der the working of the present 
home rule act. “Self-determina- 
tion,” the Ulster premier holds, is 
as applicable to Ulster separately 
as it is to’ Ireland as a whole, 

The situation has virtually come 
to a standstill. Lloyd-George is 
now devoting a greater part of his 
time to the sessions of the dominion 
premiers, which Bre to come to a 
conclusion Thursday, when Premier 
Meighan, of Canada, takes his de- 
parture. 

Newspaper Debatc. 


In the meantime, De Valera’s del- 
egation has been sporadically and 
acridly engaged in a newspaper de- 
bate with the Ulsterites, whioh has 
not served to clear the atmosphere. 
Craig’s attitude throughout the ne- 
gotiations and just prior. to the del- 
icate period before De Valera’s ac- 
ceptance of Lloyd-George’s invita- 
tion to London, has also been a fac- 
tor in the feeling that progress is 
being retarded rather than ad- 
vanced. 
~The Ulster premier and ‘his col- 
leagzwue8S are expected to remain in 
Belfast indefinitely. They declare 
that the British-lirish conference is 
no concern cf theirs, but nurely a 
matter between the imperial gov- 
ernment and the southern drelard 
territory. Ulster, they argue, is a 
self-governing entity, which will 
never surrender the prerogatives it 
has acquired this year. 

As a sop to those: who would 
soften this uncompremising  atti- 
tude, they declare themselves will- 
ing to co-operate with Dublin “in 
matters of vital interest to both 
sections.”

"France did not inform either Italy 
or Great Britain of her intention to 
send a new note to Germany and 
the same authority which states this 
news also states that both Italy and 
Great Britain disapprove. The Brit- 
ish foreign office declares it is im- 
perative that the boundaries of Up- 
per Silesia, Poland and Germany be 
established at once and that the 
Rheinish sanctions be removed. 

Asked whether France would par- 
ticipate in a meeting of the supreme 
council in August, the Quai D’Orsay 
suggeagts September. It is pointed 
out, further, in London, that Great 
Britain has been trying since early 
in May to get the supreme council 
together but that Premier Briand 
has been dodging the issue. The be- 
lief is that France does not want 
to bargain until the situation f the 
Near East is clarified.' after which 
England's anti-Polish attitude might 
be checked against the anti-Greek 
policy of France.
